It was in the Lisbon. Conn..

It was then discovered that 
Superintendent, Kuzsman gained 
his position through the alleged 
fraudulent credentials. 
The

com m issioner, William Sanders, 
declared recently that he had 
revoked Kuzsrtian’s license to

Sanders, however, knew noth 
ing of the alleged fraud last 
August because on Aug. 10 the 
com m issioner sent a letter of

(Kuzsman) at all.” 
Confirms State Certificate 
The State Education D epart­ 
ment in Albany has confirmed 
that the education professor ob­ 
tained a New York State teach­ 
ing certificate in 1951. the year 
he started teaching in the Wal­ 
den school system . The W alden 
post is reported to have been 
his first teaching assig n m e n t. 
As for his perform ance 
at 
Walden, Amy Bull Crist, ch air­ 
m an of the Board of Coopera­ 
tive 
Educational 
S e r v i c e s 
(BOCES) 
for O range County, 
claim ed, in her recom m enda

"In every place he had been, 
the m an had good recom m enda­ 
tions,” Dr. H ayes said. 
Kuzm an also earned a pro­ 
fessional degree in education 
from the U niversity of Con­ 
necticut 
which 
included 
3b 
credits of advanced graduate 
study* 
Dr. Hayes explained that the 
professional degree is "halfw ay 
betw een a m asters and a doc­ 
to ra te ” degree. 


John O. Goodman, superin­ 
tendent in charge of the Uni­ 
versity of Connecticut program , 
stated in his letter of recom ­ 
m endation for the assistant pro­ 
fessor that. " It’s a pleasure to 
recommend Mr. Kuzman w ith­ 
out reservation.”

Johnson’s Rx for Business:

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi-. 
dent 
Johnson 
called 
today 
for a tem porary no strike truce 
between industry and labor, a 
tax increase "in the next few 
w eeks’’ and a study of possible 
new wage-price guideposts. 
In his annual Econom ic Re­ 
port, Johnson w arned Congress 
the business advance is running 
"too fast for safety." The nation 
m ust choose quickly, he said, 
w hether it wants to avoid a " fe ­ 
verish boom ’ leading to "a pos­ 
sible financial crisis, and p er­ 
haps ultim ately a recession.”

Johnson's Rx for Business: 
No-Strike Truce and A Tax Increase 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi 
dent 
Johnson 
called 
today 
for a temporary no strike truce 
between industry and labor, a 
tax increase "in the next few 
weeks’’ and a study of possible 
new wage-price guideposts. 
In his annual Economic Re­ 
port. Johnson warned Congress 
the business advance is running 
"too fast for safety." The nation 
must choose quickly, he said, 
whether it wants to avoid a "fe 
vcrish boom’ ’leading to "a pos­ 
sible financial crisis, and per­ 
haps ultimately a recession.” 


The expansion can be moder 
ated—by prompt enactment of 
his proposed IO per cent tax sur- 
chai*ge to a high but healthy 
production gain of $61 billion he 
said. That would bring 1968 out­ 
put to a record $846 billion. 
"Damage already has been 
done to interest rates, to our 
trade surplus, and to the level of 
prices by the failure of Congress 
to act last fall,” Johnson said, 
and added: 
"But it is still not too late to 
avoid far more serious prob­ 
lems if action is taken in Hie 
next few weeks." 


He endorsed a voluntary m or­ 
atorium on strikes in major in­ 
dustries 
to 
keep 
American 
goods available and competitive 
in world markets and prevent 
f u r t h e r balance of payments 
trouble. 
"We 
must,"

The increasing number of casualties among Ulster 
County servicemen in Vietnam brings that far-off war 
dose to home. 
The entii-e community extends its 
heartfelt sympathy to the families of these young men 
who have made the supreme sacrifice. 
Every citizen of Ulster County feels a personal 
tragedy in the loss of the 15 local servicemen who so 
far have Ix'en reported killed in Vietnam. The latest 
to have died of bullet wounds as a member of the 
1st Air Cavalry was Pfc. Wayne C. Myers, 21, of 
Route 4, Saugerties. This was the fourth Saugerties 
young man to have lost his lile in Vietnam. 
The United States’ costly commitment in the Viet­ 
nam War is of grave concern to all Americans, and 
especially to families with members in the armed 
services. 


Crime Prevention 


/ Everyone agrees that crime is one of the leading 
worries of American adults. But the crimes most {H?o- 


plo fear—violent attacks—occur least frequently. 
It is burglary, auto theft and larceny—crimes 
against property—that account for no less than 8 t 
per cent of all major offenses reported in the FBI’s 


Uniform Crime Reports Index, 
A burglary takes place somewhere in the Uniteu 
Ftates every 23 seconds. 
The average citizen probably suffers the greatest 
economic loss as a result of crimes against business 
and public institutions which pass on their losses in 
the form of increases and taxes. 
Despite this, most shoplifters are never arrested 
and dishonest employes art' seldom prosecuted. Shop­ 
lifting stems to have become a way of life with some 
stores simply passing the loss on to honest customers. 
Also, crimes against property aic usually com­ 
mitted by young people, few of whom are apprehended. 
The national clearance or arrest-and-chargc rate 
in 1966 was only 22 per t ent for burglary, 23 per cent 
for auto theft, and 19 per cent for larceny. 
There are proposals in Albany seeking modifica­ 
tion of laws governing use of deadly force by police 
in dealing with crime. Under the new provisions, 
policemen would be permitted to use guns to arrest 
those believed to have committed felonjcs. 
Crime has prospered under restrictions on law 
enforcement. Legislator now should take a realistic 
stand on crime prevention. 
President Johnson also has offered a program: 
federal aid to local crime-fighting forces, A Safe 
Streets and Crime Contnil Act, and a gun control law. 
All these vveie proposed a year ago, but still have 
not Ijeen enacted. 
More than four years after the assassination of 
President Kennedy with a mail order carbine, the 
same weapon Is obtainable from the same mail order 
house by the same sort of homicidal maniac. 
Lawmakers l>ear a measure of responsibility for 
the state of crime in America. 


\\ in-Oriented Party 


Republican National Committee Chairman Ray 
Bliss expects a wide-open convention because of the 
large number of favorite-son delegations being sent 
to the party’s convention in Miami August 5. But a 
former committee chairman, Senator Thrust on B. 
Morion of Kentucky, said that if Richard M. Nixon 
handily won all the primaries he entered, it would be 
difficult to hold an open convention despite the pro­ 
liferation of favorite-son Governors who favor a mod­ 
erate to head the ticket. 
Rep. Melvin Laird of W isconsin, chairman of the 
House Republican Conference, went further. He said 
that Nixon cannot he denied the nod if ho wins all the 
primaries he enters. 
In a sense, Gov, George Romnev of Michigan was 
of a similar mind. He said that the nomination would 
not go to "those who ho ld back in the hope that the 
lightning will strike.” The contest is between him 
and Nixon, Rornney said, and added, "I expect to w in,” 
The race is settling down between Romney and Nixon, 
th at’s true, as Rockefeller and Reagan continue to 
disclaim interest in making the effort. The main ques­ 
tion now is what the electorate will say in the pri­ 
maries beginning Munii 12 in New Hampshire and 
April 2 in Wisconsin, 
Bliss believes that the parts will unite behind any 
candidate picked at Miami. "I’ve never seen the Re­ 
publican party more win-oriented and more deter­ 
mined to unite,” Bliss said. For that very reason, 
it is difficult to understand the tactics of men like 
Reagan or Rockefeller, unless they aie actually not 
interested in the nomination.

Result of Inflation 


WASHINGTON 
Everybody 
here is talking about the 186 
billion dollar 
budget 
which 
President Johnson has 
pro­ 
posed to Congress, But few 
people realize that 15 years 
ago, in 1953, all the item s he 
has just recommended in his 
budget 
could 
have 
been 
bought for only 122.4 billion 
dollars, (ioing back 23 years, 
to fiscal year 1945, the same 
budget would have required a 
total of 79.8 billion dollars in 
expenditures. This is what in­ 
flation really means. 
Even when 
one 
subtracts 
national defense spending and 
exam ines merely the social 
welfare and civilian segment 
of the new budget, tit© 1953 
amount would have been 83.8 
billion dollars for the same 
volume of expenditures in the 
nondefense part of the federal 
gov ernment s list of projects 
which now cost 106 billions. 
The effects of rising 'prices 
are as noticeable in connec­ 
tion with U. S. treasury re­ 
ceipts. 
Thus, 
approximately 
178 billion 
dollars is 
being 
collected from taxes and other 
sources of revenue by the fed 
era I government, but it w ould 
have been necessary to collect 
only 94.4 billion dollars to ac­ 
complish the sam e purpose in 
1945 and 140 billion dollars in 
1953. This is another way of 
saying that the 1968 receipts 
of 178 billion dollars repre 
sent an inflationary cost of 
84 billions in comparison with 
the money paid in 1953 by the 
general public to the federal 


government 
to 
support 
its 
programs. 
In current dollars, the new 
budget constitutes the largest 
annual outlay 
in 
American 
history. But it is only fair to 
note that 
much 
of 
the 
in­ 
crease over other years is due 
to 
the 
wage price 
spiral, 
which sends up costs. Once in­ 
flation starts, of course, it is 
natural for wage rises to be 
demanded. 
Likewise 
Social 
Security benefits, which ori­ 
ginally could cover the major 
part of the expenses of the 
aged, no longer are adequate 
because prices of consumer 
goods have gone up substan­ 
tially. Hence. Social Security 
payments have to be raised 
periodically to offset some of 
the upward movement in liv­ 
ing costs. 
It has often been said that 
"everybody talks about infla 
tion. but nobody does any­ 
thing about it. 
The Presi­ 
dent and member of Congress 
are given each year reports 
from economic experts who 
tell them that "deficit spend 
mg" is essential and that it 
doesn’t really do any harm 
to the 
economy. 
Thus, the 
government has been spend­ 
ing more than it has taken 
in year after year, and will 
be doing the same thing next 
year even if the President’s 
proposed tax surcharge is en­ 
acted into law. 
The theorv of government 
economics should be to raise 
enough revenues to meet ex­ 
penditures and not resort to 
borrow ing 
m o n e y 
except 
in em ergencies. Government 
deficits nave been large in 
recent years, and the spend­ 


ing has stimulated segments 
of the economy by creating 
new 
demands 
for 
certain 
tvpes of goods and services. 
Wage levels arc high in some 
industries, but low in others. 
Retired people, who have to 
live on fixed incomes, find it 
necessary to deprive them ­ 
selves of many items they 
normally would be able to 
afford. 
The hardships of inflation 
are 
widespread. 
As 
long, 
however, as a considerable 
part of the electorate is bene­ 
fiting from high wages, there 
is not enough political pres­ 
sure on the administration in 
power to force a change in 
politics until a breakdown oc­ 
curs. 
Inflation 
in 
world 
history 
has had many tragic results. 
The time com es when infla- 
tion gets out of hand. The 
monetary 
unit 
then 
depre­ 
ciates in value so fast that 
public confidence is lost and 
panics and recessions ensue. 
Sometimes the price of gold 
has to be revalued. 
All the figures concerning 
the rapid decrease in the pur­ 
chase power of the dollar in­ 
dicate clearly that the na­ 
tional economy is moving into 
a dangerous position. But the 
Democratic 
Party’s political 
leaders 
believe 
the present 
’ boom’’ 
will 
continue 
at 
least until after the Novem­ 
ber elections. 
Exactly what 
will happen to the economy 
after that time is not easy 
to fortell, but the dollar will

Tile average citizen probably suffers the greatest 
e«T>nomic loss as a result of crimes against business 
and public institutions which pass on their losses in 
the form of Increases and taxes. 
Respite this, most shoplifters are never arrested 
and dishonest employes are seldom prosecuted. Shop­ 
lifting seems to have become a way of life with some 
stores simply passing the loss on to honest customers. 
Also, crimes against property hic usually com­ 
mitted by voting people, few of whom are apprehended.

WASHINGTON Everybody

This is what in­ 
flation really means. 
Even when 
one 
subtracts 
national defense spending and 
examines merely the social 
welfare and civilian segment 
of the new budget, the 1953 
amount would have been 83 8 
billion dollars for the same 
volume of expenditures in the 
nondefense part of the federal 
government's list of projects 
which now cost 106 billions. 
The effects of rising ‘prices 
are as noticeable in connec­ 
tion with U. S. treasury re­ 
ceipts. 
Thus, 
approximately 
lift billion dollars is being 
collected from taxes and other 
sources of revenue by the fed 
era! government, but it would 
have been necessary to collect 
only 94.4 billion dollars to ac­ 
complish the same purpose in 
1945 and 140 billion dollars in 
1953. This is another way of 
saying that the IWB receipts

Castro's move this week ap­ 
pears to be basically to ourge 
his government of any pro 
Sov let influence in its center, 
for this

American society. 
He shares this adventurous 
policy in the world not with 
the big Marxist countries— 
one of which looks upon it as 
the greatest of nonsense but 
with the North Koreans, the 
Hanois, the Algerita and the 
Guineas. 
They all enjoy twisting the 
tails of the lions Moscow's as 
well as Washington's. 
Like 
women, they have all learned

When 
Russia 
s h o w s 
even 
the meekest displeasure, they 
are all prepared to point out 
to the world her dirty under­ 
wear — her unrevolutionary 
spirit and to say that she is 
hand in glove with the United 
States. 
Thus Castro could this week 
accuse the purged men of 
working for the CIA. 
This is 
highly unlikely. What is far 
more acceptable is simply that 
in this “ little country mental­ 
ity” 
Moscow’s 
revolutionary 
modesdy and the CIA are 
about commensurate. 
The little countries in Marx­ 
ism are also psychologically 
united. 
All have somewhat 
suicidal and grandiose tenden­ 
cies. Like short men. they are 
often unnaturally belligerent. 
They do not feel themselves 
bound by the restraints that 
the big powers accept as nat­ 
ural. And so a Cuba can in­ 
stall missiles and aim them at 
Washington and a North Ko­ 
rea can simply seize a huge 
ship, and nobody can do much 
about it for the moment. 
Today there are only loose 
bonds between these countries 
the Bandung Conference, the 
Tricontinental Conference and 
some trade agreements but 
there are growing emotional 
bonds. 
And in the future they will 
probably hang together in one 
or another agreement. Cuba 
already wants to send soldiers 
to North Vietnam, and there 
are signs of increased con­ 
tacts between them. 
The nuclear age may have 
imposed restraints upon the 
big powers. 
But at the same 
time, it may have given an 
unnatural possibility for vio 
lent deeds to the formerly 
powerless, who feel their day 
ha* come.
